TRADE ENVOY 
SPEAKS HERE 


“I find I must always use superla- 
tives when speaking of my country 
of South Africa,” declared D. de 
Waal Meyer, trade commissioner 
for the Union of South Africa in 
Canada, while delivering an illug- 
trated lecture to the Canadian Club 
at the Macdonald hotel on “South 


Africa—a friendly sister dominion.” 

“Like all my countrymen,’ he 
added, “I am thoroughly imbued 
with the conviction that South 
Africa is the best country in the 
world, The annoying thing is, as 


far as other people are concerned, 
that we are usually right.”

I once read a clipping which brought out 


the fact that we die differently now. The germ 
diseases which used to cause many deaths 
among the young are now much more’ herm- 


less than they used to be, and people of today 


are more likely to die of the chronic diseases 
: like heart trouble, cancer, 
blood-vessel trouble or kid- 

rey trouble than they are 


likely to die of a germ-discase 
like typhoid fever. For ex- 
ample, many doctors die from 
fifty to sixty of heart trouble. 

We teach our mothers how 
to keep our babies and young 

4 children well and strong and 
Dr. F. McCoy how to protect them from 
germ diseases—but we do not teach all of our 
mature people how to protect themselves from 
the chronic diseases mentioned above.

Judging from the diseases which pick off 
most people in the prime of life, it is easy to 
see that the average person does not know 
how to live. He does not live in such a way 
that he stays well. And to stay well is the best 
way to prevent disease. Chronic diseases do not 
attack sound, healthy organs and tissues. 


I have always found it advisable to use most 
of my newspaper space in telling readers how 
they can get well from the chronic disorders. 
I have spent most of my time telling them over 
and over about those easy rules of right living 
which keep the body in a healthy, ncrmal state. 
I have published thousands of lines of news- 
paper print on right diet, giving directions on 
how to feed the body so as to reduce the tox- 
ema which is the main cause of disease. How 
many hundreds of acres of trees were cut down 
to furnish the paper for my articles will never 
be known, but I am sure they would make a 
good sized forest. I do know that thousands of 
people have written me to say that by follow- 
ing my methods they have become well and 
remained well.

The companies naturally want profitable business for 
the companies; the need for ending unemployment is not 
a company object, Loans at low interest, payable in easy 
instalments, do not offer any middleman’s profits; but 
Such loans do offer great certainty of national profit by 
ending unemployment and increasing the value of fixed 
assets from coast to coast. 


The government is confronted with a great army of 
unemployed, whose hopeless and helpless condition gives 
rise to serious undermining of national strength and na- 
tional values. Any remedy which will efficiently cure this 
national malady is necessarily a wise method to adopt. 


Under the present money famine conditions the earn- 
ing power of the nation is rigidly held down far below the 
basis justified by the available national These 
assets cannot be brought into active earning profitable 
account without the use of money. The only way to get 
the necessary money at work is to break the money 
famine; and the only power to break the money famine is 
in the hands of the government.

Resolving to balance the budget by exacting higher 
taxes is a mad policy, because it still further contracts the 
emaciated undersupply of money in circulation; still fur- 
ther adds to the depreciation and disrepair of the fixed 
assets of the nation, and does not remedy unemployment. 
This is nonconstructive Toryism of the most r¢ actionary 
type. 


The only efficient way to balance the budget is to in- 
crease the internal commerce of the nation and the em- 
ployment facilities of the nation to an extent which will 
make the nation’s revenue adequate to meet budget 
quirements, A reasonable supply of money for construc- 
tive use will do this without any ibility of national 
loss, but, on the contrary, with absolute certainty of na- 
tional profit. The electors have had more than enough 
privation, loss, and hopelessness; they are on the warpath 
for a change; and no political party can remain in exist- 
ence on the pre-war lines.
